Precious it is. But far m ore precious than 


the parchment itself is the

form on July 4, 1776. Not all the ideas it put 


forth were new. Some of them had com e to birth 


in the country the signers of the Declaration 


could no longer accept as theirs. 


But the precision and clarity of the state­ 


m ent gave these ideas massive impact— and the 


Declaration has stirred the hearts of m en from 


that day to this. 


What is embodied in 
the words of the 


Declaration is the ideal of freedom and justice 


under representative governm ent. 
W e A m eri­ 


cans have cherished it, and m eanw hile broadened 


our appreciation of its meaning. 


Our successes have been many, and som e of 


them deserve to be called inspiring. C ertainly 


they have inspired in many other peoples the 


ambition to achieve as much by following our 


exam ple. To quote the words: 


We hold these truths to he self-evident, that 
all men are created equal, that they are en­ 
dowed by their Creator with certain unalienable 
Rights, that among these are Life, Liberty and 
the pursuit of Happiness. That to secure these 
rights, Governments are instituted among men, 
deriving their just powers from the consent of 
the governed.

The Dominican Republic 


It would seem that the State Department is making 


the sam e mistake in the Dominican Republic that it 
made rn Cuba. 
The essential error in Cuba w as that 
the State Department believed that it could distinguish 


between a bad and a good dictator. Batista was a bad 
dictator; Castro was a good one. So the United States 
intervened in Cuban affairs; got rid of Batista; put 
Castro on the throne and is now paying an enormous 
price for an historical error. A non interventionist policy 
would have made no distinction between Batista and 
(’astro; a full and true interventionist policy would have 
set up the terms for a dictator’s control; pot Marines 
in Cuba to maintain order; and eventually hold an 
election so the people might judge for them selves. To 
follow neither course is to produce confusion. 


In the Dom inican Republic, im m ediately after 
the old dictator, Raphael Trujillo w as assassin ated , 
m en long associated with him . including his son. 
took control of the situation, re-established order 
im m ediately and set a rem arkable exam ple of suc­ 
cessful transition. 
Rut those who perform ed this 
orderly task have been associated with one whom 
the State D epartm ent listed as a bad dictator, and 
from whom recognition was withdrawn. 
T herefore, 
the State D epartm ent will not recognize the present 
constructive m en. 
Instead, it seek s others to take 
their place—others who may have had no experience 
and whose associations may be harm ful to us. 


What is likely to happen if the State Department 
course is followed is that a political vacuum will result 
and the Communists from Cuba will move in. taking 
control not only of the Dominican Republic but also of 
Haiti. The quarrel between Trujillo and Castro is that 
the former suspected the latter of planning to do that. 
One wonders at the logic of the Fourth floor of the 
SUite Department where the experts dwell who form 
policy without responsibility. These lower officials write 
reports, screen reports, prepare working papers. 
The 
great men who sit on the Fifth floor or in the White 
House have these documents before them when they 
reach final decisions and are often governed by them, 
ignoring information from all other sources. 
The Kennedy Administration has sought to accumu­ 
late as much talent as is available. 
There can, of 
course, be a plethora of talent. It is like eight pianists 
playing a delic ate Chopin waltz at once. 
It is like 
eight cooks making a souffle 
In the end, one cancels 
out the other and the concoction is a horror. Thus this 
assem blage of talent 
is already 
stepping on 
each 
other’s toes. There are too many of them. The place 
if too crowded. 
There is too great an assem blage of 
wise men, each one of whom has to he wiser than the 
other; each one finding it necessary to establish that 
he is the smartest of all. 
The result is that the President stands before the 
country a brave and serious man who courageously 
states policy and then the varieties of associates, assist­ 
ants. experts and general nuisances vitiate the whole 
business, making a sound President appear to be more 
correct in his oratory than in his actions 
T V country 
would he happier if President Kennedy sent some of his 
advisers home where they could do the work to which 
they are accustomed w ?hout damaging the country. 


To return to the Dominican Republic, the rule 
It would seem to m e, ought to be that w hoever is 
with us is to be favored by us. 
There is som e 
criticism of this Idea which men with lofty purposes 
and short m em ories regard .is selfish both in design 
and execution. 
The fart is that we are closer to 
World War III than we are readv to adm it. 
The 
debacle of the Kenncdy-Khrushchev conversations 
at Vienna, now admitted on both sides, m arks it 
fairly clear that we arc moving in the direction of 
war. 


That being so. the United States cannot afford to 
l<*r 
a single so-called friend or support a single 
neutral. 
The joy of being generous and bountiful is 
overwhelming among Americans but there com es a 
time for hard common sense, when self-protection and 
advantage become essential 
We face precisely such a 
time now and it seem s foolhardy to reduce the Domini­ 
can Republic to a Communist sub-base dominated by 
Castro.

WASHINGTON - Behind the 
w ithdraw al of Frank D. Reeves

To understand it you have 
to go hack and appreciate the 
facts which suddenly catapulted 
Frank Reeves from obscurity to 
a top job in the nation’s capital 
for which he was not q u a iled .

Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota, 
and the supporters of Adlai Stev­ 
enson. 
Battle No 2 was for the control 
of the Democratic Central Com­ 
mittee for the District of Colum­ 
bia This had long been under a 
middle-of-the-road Washington at­ 
torney, 
Al 
Wheeler, 
who 
had 
cleaned up Democratic scandal in 
the district: hut stayed in power 
twelve years and 
was thereby 
bianded a dictator. Liberal Dem­ 
ocrats were determined to get 
him out. 
Into these two battles of white 
political big shots, Frank Reeves, 
the unknown Negro lawyer, was 
thrust like a sparrow in a fast 
badminton game. Incidentally he

Administration Prestige Hurt By Reeves Case 


WASHINGTON - 
Khrushchev 
and Kuwait may be in the head­ 
lines^ but the talk of the town 
here is the damage done to the 
prestige of the Kennedy Admini­ 
stration by the case of Frank B. 
Reeves. 
He 
was 
nominated 
on 
June 21 by the President to be 
one of the three commissioners 
who govern the District of Colum­ 
bia. After some startling revela­ 
tions during a Senate hearing, the 
nomination was withdrawn a few 
days ago by the President. This 
was done ostensibly at the request 
of the appointee, but it turns out 
that White House staff members 
initiated the step. Now the ques­ 
tion is whether he is to remain as 
a member of the Democ ratic Na­ 
tional Committee representing the 
District of Columbia. 
The episode has little signifi­ 
cance from the standpoint of rac­ 
ial controversy. For, while Frank 
Reeves is a Negro, it is certain 
that the man to be nominated in 
his place as District Commission­ 
er will also be a Negro. 
The 
real 
significance 
of 
the 
whole affair is the proved incom­ 
petence of the President’s staff in 
checking up in advance on ap­ 
pointees. and the damage done to 
the Negro community itself. For 
if ever there was an occasion to 
select the best-qualified Negro for 
a public post, it was when the 
President had before him the task 
of filling the vacancy on the Dis­ 
trict 
Board 
of 
Commissioners. 
There are many Negroes here— 
lawyers 
and 
businessm en—who 
could do an efficient job in this 
post. Reeves got the appointment 
as a political reward for services 
ri ndered. He has been for a year 
now 
the 
Democratic 
National 
Committeeman for the District, 
and, without resigning that post, 
has been serving as a paid assist­ 
ant on President Kennedy’s staff 
at the White House, 
What happened in checking on 
the qualifications of the prospect­ 
ive commissioner? The custom­ 
ary loyalty checks were made 
and were satisfactory, but nobody 
at 
the 
White 
House 
examined 
court records on tax liens. The 
Republicans learned of irregular­ 
ities in the R eeves’ tax payments, 
and raised a fuss before the Sen­ 
ate 
committee 
Evidence 
was 
brought forth there showing that

over the last IO years the nom­ 
inee had not regularly paid his 
income taxes on time, and that 
several tax liens had been filed in 
th* 
past by the Federal Govern­ 
ment, as well as by the District 
of Columbia tax office, to enforce 
col Section. There were delay*, too, 
in filing returns. His 1952 return, 
for exam ple, was not filed until 
1956. while his i960 return, due on

It so happens 
that the new District commission­ 
er will have supervision over the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. 
No charges of any criminal na­

District Commissioner—which are 
directly related to the collection

RECORDINGS — A few years

wiretapping.

taken down by a secretary 
He 
asked if this was usual practice 
and the reply was "yes.” 


N eedless to say, there was a 
fair-sized explosion. The congress­ 
man protested to the secretary' of 
the Treasury and demanded that 
it t>e stopped Almost immediate­ 
ly, the department issued a new 
directive to its staff prohibiting 


the recording of any conversation 
without consent of the other party. 
What has congressmen worried 
now is they don’t know how many 
other agencies they deal with are 
following 
the 
secret - recording 
practice. They don’t like it for a 
very simple reason as politicians, 
som e of the requests they make 
in seeking favors and patronage 
for their constituents could hard­ 
ly stand the glare (rf publicity.

"Civil 
Rights” 
elsewhere, 
the 
people here are not permitted to 
vote their choice of city officials. 
A constitutional amendment has 
just been ratified which gives the 
citizens of the District of Colum­ 
bia a chance to vote in 1964 and 
thereafter for President and Vice 
President of the United States, 
but the privilege of voting for 
local officers continues to be de­ 
nied. 
For 
many 
years 
the 
"home 
rule” movement has been blocked 
because of a fear of many citizens 
that the Negro population, which 
is now more than half of the total, 
would elect officers solely from 
the Negro community, and that 
this w’ould cause dissension and 
bitter 
controversy. 
In 
a 
way, 
President Kennedy’s appointment 
of a Negro to be commissioner 
m ay afford a test of the reaction 
of the people of Washington on 
these questions. 
Hence, it was 
and is of the utmost importance 
to the Negroes here to have their 
best-qualified person in the office 
of District Commissioner as an 
example that might do much to 
allay the fears of those who have 
been opposing "home rule.” 
The Reeves case could have re­ 
percussions. 
Many citizens may 
press more vigorously now for a 
council elected for two-year or 
four-year terms, rather than de­ 
pend hereafter on the whim of a 
President of the United States. 
Self-determination seem s to be 
the slogan which high officials use 
in their speeches in pleading for 
the natives of some of the African 
colonies 
But somehow self-deter­ 
mination 
for 
American 
citizens 
living in the capital (rf the United 
States 
seem s 
to 
be constantly 
ignored.

Reeves also sent telegrams to 
the presidential candidates asking 
whether they would or would not 
support Negroes for high posi­ 
tions in government. 


The Afro-American List 


Came the May I960 election for 
Democratic delegates, for Demo­ 
cratic 
national 
committeeman, 
and Democratic chairman. A few 
days in advance, the Afro-Ameri­ 
can, a newspaper w’hich influences 
Negro 
opinion 
in 
Washington, 
published 
the 
names of 
every 
Negro candidate for every office. 
And 
when 
the 
ballots 
were 
counted, every Negro candidate 
ran ahead of his ticket. 
The Negro population of Wash­ 
ington — around 53 per cent of 
the total — had voted right down 
the line on the basis of race, not 
qualification. 
This set back home rule in the 
District of Columbia by two dec­ 
ades In a city with a Negro pop­ 
ulation as heavy as that of Wash­ 
ington, 
people began to figure 
that any future mayor would be 
elected not on the basis of qualifi­ 
cation, but on the basis of race. 
In this election Frank Reeves, 
a pleasant, largely unknown Ne­ 
gro, nosed out J. C. Turner, the 
incumbent, for the post of Demo­ 
cratic 
National 
committeeman. 
Turner had been active in Demo­ 
cratic District affairs for a long 
tim e, but he was white. 
Having been catapulted into the 
e x c i t i n g spotlight of politics, 
Frank Reeves took a paid job 
traveling on the Kennedy train, 
where he got the reputation of 
being a camera-hog and a micro- 
phone-grabber. This and the sim ­ 
ple precaution of checking tax 
records should have warned the 
Kennedy Administration 
against 
appointing Reeves to the White 
House staff, later to be the first 
Negro Commissioner of the na­ 


tion's capital. 
A little checking by the FBI 
would have found, among other 
things, that Reeves had bought a 
$47,000 home, by borrowing from 
a liquor dealer, though at the 
same time tailing to pay taxes. 
OI course, another famous poli­ 
tician. 
Richard 
Nixon, 
when a 
Congressman, 
had 
acquired 
a 
$40,000 home 
and 
admitted 
to 
Peter Edson that he would not 
have been able to buy it had it 
not been for a gift of $18,000 from 
various interested businessmen in 
California. This was a gift, not a 
loan 
And he performed favors 
fci them just as it was claimed 
Reeves might perform favors for 
the liquor dealer. 
However. Nixon had the power­ 
ful backing of the most potent 
newspapers in the United States 
determined to elect Eisenhower, 
plus a TV network placed at his 
disposal. 
Reeves did not 
He had enough 
white support from the new lib­ 
eral Democratic Central Commu­ 
te to put him in the White House, 
but not enough to confirm him as 
Comm issioner of the District of 
Columbia, a job to which he never 
should have been appointed. 
So. like the sparrow caught in 
a very fast badminton game he 
retired — his feathers this time 
badly ruffled. 
Undoing Foreign Aid Dollars 
The State Department has man­ 
aged to hush most of them up, 
but about two dozen protests have 
been lodged by African diplomats 
over insults because of their race. 
At the very 
sam e time the 
United States is spending millions 
in the new African Republics to 
keep them out of the Communist 
orbit, taxi-drivers in Washington, 
barbershops, and beauty parlors 
are treating African diplomats in 
a manner which undoes the effect 
of those dollars. 
As of today, 30 of the IOO Afri­ 
can 
Diplomats 
in 
Washington 
haven't been able to find decent 
homes for their fam ilies and are 
living in segregated areas, some 
distance away from the diplo­ 
matic community. 
The situation is sim ilar in New 
York, where m any African dele­ 
gates to the United Nations are 
so outraged over discrimination 
that they have joined with the 
Russians in demanding that the 
United Nations Headquarters be 
moved out of the United States.

I have been trying to struggle 
through 
"The 
Frog 
Pond," 
a 
novel about 
girls in psychoan­ 
alysis. I rather doubt I’ll get to 
the last page. I'm beginning to 
doubt there is a last page. It's an 
endless, shapeless amorphous col­ 
lection of words which resem ble 
narrative only if you consider a 
telephone conversation between a 
couple of girls narrative. 
Nobody knows wdo wrote "The 
Frog Pond” — the pseudonym is 
Joyce M aclver — whether patient 
or psychiatrist. I rather suspect 
it s a patient since the approach 
is irreverent. 'Hie two heroines 
dabble in psychiatry in much the 
sam e 
spirit 
George 
Plimpton 
threw baseballs in “Out of My 
League," which is to say irrevers­ 
ibly amateur. There is a feeling 
of lighthearted experiment about 
shifting from one psychiatrist to 
another which, I feel confident, 
would be frowned on by the ac­ 
tual practitioners of the black 
arts 


Still, the wily threat is psychia­ 
try. 
There 
are no characters, 
only case histories; no motiva­ 
tions, only psychiatric explana­ 
tions. Above all, it rambles — my 
God. how it rambles. It rambles, 
in short, almost as loosely as free 
association itself from which it 
derives. 
The impact of psychiatry on 
style has been disastrous. 
Plot 
structure 
and 
fr -*■ 
association 
simply don’t mix. I sometimes 
doubt whether anyone who has 
ever been on the couch will ever 
be able to construct a decent sen­ 
tence, much less a coherent plot. 
His mental blocks will have roll­ 
ed away — and with them all the 
disciplines. 
Fictionwise, 
the 
psychiatrists 
are 
all 
over 
the 
bookstalls. 
There’s "An Eighth of an Inch of 
French Bread." It s about a m al­ 
adjusted. sexually inhibited, m is­ 
erable, frustrated wife and moth­ 
er. She starts out under treatment 
and winds up in a nuthouse. Like 
the females in "The Frog Pond," 
the leading character is a case 
history, 
not 
a 
heroine. 
You 
couldn't care less about her. 
I'll probably lay myself wide 
open to the charge of being Oedi­ 
pus directed, with schizophrenic 
overtones, 
induced 
by 
prenatal 
trauma, hut I don’t think psychi­ 
atrists know anything about char­ 
acter. 
I mean these miserable 
frustrated 
wives 
and 
mothers 
don’t act at all like the miserable 
frustrated wives and mothers next 
door. I hate to say it, but I don t 


think 
the 
average 
psychiatrist 
knows enough about life to write 
a book 
Sure, these mixed up kids come 
in and lie down and unload. But 
they don’t tell you everything, 
doctor. They don’t tell you the 
homey little touches that make 
fiction seem real and make case 
histories seem false. 
False is perhaps a tough word 
to hurl at a psychiatrist but an 
air of falsity even hangs over the 
non-fiction 
being 
authored 
by 
psychiatrists. 
"The 
Split-Level 
Trap." for exam ple, w as penned 
by a husband and wife team , Dr. 
and Mrs. R. E. Gordon, who are 
respectively a 
psychiatrist 
and 
sociologist. This one is supposed­ 
ly actual journalism about life m 
the suburbs. Man. you have no 
idea what goes on in those split- 
level 
traps 
— 
nymphomania, 
peeping tom s, galloping neuroses 
— all told in the actual words of 
Beatrice M and John D. 
Except that I sim ply don’t be­ 
lieve if. "The Spirt-Level Trap" 
is .s,mply too lurid in style to be 
credible in content — no matter 
how' actual these events are. 
Therein lies the rub. Style and 
discipline have gone out the win­ 
dow in favor of free association. 
Getting it all down. One mustn’t 
edit one’s thoughts — and all that. 
That m ay be m arvelous Freud, 
but it’s lousy literature. 
D o ts anyor.- 
realize how the 
psychiatrists are running amok in 
literary pastures? On Broadway 
there’s "The Far Country" which 
has F reud’s first bout with psy- 
e h o an ah sis: upcoming next year 
is group therapy, "Journey to the 
Day,” which w as a "Playhouse 
90 
script; the m ovies have had 
"AII About E ve” and the book­ 
stores are aw ash with titles like 
"I 
M arried 
a 
Psychiatrist" 
( “ learn what it’s like to be mar­ 
ried to another wom an’s father 
im age" — you see how they tor­ 
ture the language ; “The Couch 
and the C ircle” ("a noted an­ 
alyst tells how troubled people 
help and heal each other and 
them selves 
through 
group psy­ 
chotherapy” ). 
AU very nice sum mer reading 
if escapism is all you're after. 
Trouble 
is, 
they’ve 
lost 
touch 
with reality, these psychiatrists. 
lf you want to find out what peo­ 
ple are really like, read Jane 
Austen. 
Or 
even 
Dostoyevsky 
where the people resem ble your 
neighbors much m ore than the 
kooks in "The Frog Pond."
